The past is gone! 
All the years 
that have gone before are as if they 
had never been, except for the im­ 
press that they have left upon our 
lives and characters and| for the in­ 
fluence of those lives and characters 
upon the men and wonton, the boys 
and girls with whom we have come 
in contact 
But what is past can not be re­ 
called; it is over, sealed, finished. If 
there has been evil, neither tears, nor 
sorrow, nor regret, can wipe it away. 
It must remain on the record, because 
what is written is written. 
But, on this Easter day, typical of 
the new birth of the souls of men; this 
Easter commemorating the glorious 
resurrection, of the world’s Savior, 
and carrying a beautiful promise to 
all who will open their hearts to its 
real significance, we may all put away 
the things of the other years and bury 
them as the years themselves are 
buried by the inexorable 
hand 
of 
time. 
And—and this is one of the real 
Easter joys—all may turn the leaf of 
life's book, spread the new one, pure 
and unsullied, before us, and, resolve 
that its record shall be better and 
cleaner and nobler than any that have 
gone before. 
None of us, alas, can 
completely come up to our own hopes 
and desires. None of us w ill be able 
to keep the page entirely free from 
the bitter things, the hurtful things, 
the sinful things—because we are 
none of us more than human.

before, and thus on next Easter 
review’ the record of the year that is 
then gone and feel that w’e have more 
cause for real joy and thankfulness 
than we have at this com ing of the 
day. 
Easter day, with all its glad ac­ 
claim, with all its beautiful flowers. 


The 
demands 
made upon 
the 
schools of Sedalia have grown with 
tremendous rapidity, and while these 
demands have thus increased, there 
tins been no corresponding increase in 
the income set aside for their main­ 
tenance. The reason for this is very 
simple. 
The same levy 
for 
school 
purposes is made now as has been 
made for the past 
ten or 
twelve 
years and as there has been no m a­ 
terial increase in assessed valuation 
of Sedalia property the income of the 
schools has remained practically at a 
standstill, while the number of chil­ 
dren has increased 
by leaps 
and 
bounds, requiring more rooms, more 
teachers, more fuel, more of every­ 
thing necessary to care for them, the 
cost of which can not be met with 
the present levy on present valua­ 
tions. 
As an instance of the increase that 
has come it need only be noted that. 
the corps of teachers has growrn from 
eighty to one hundred in the past few 
years, with everything else in propor­ 
tion. 
At 
present 
it 
requires 
between $7,500 and $8,000 a month 
for nine months of the year to keep 
the schools going at the stage of effi­ 
ciency demanded in this day and time. 
When it is considered that the in­ 
creased 
levy 
asked 
for is but ten 
cents on the $100, it seems almost un­ 
necessary to urge the voters to grant 
the request, for it only means that if a 
man pays on an assessment of $200 
his additional tax for schools would

England to America and establishes 
a new’ measure of international ex­ 
change, the United States dollar tak­ 
ing the place of the British pound 
sterling that hitherto for centuries has 
held that place in all such financial 
transact ions. 
All this is significant of what the 
future holds for this country if it con­ 
tinues on the course marked out by 
the patriotic wisdom of Woodrow 
Wilson.

EASTERN INDUSTRIES RECOVER. 


DEMOCRATIC 
CANDIDATES 
ARE 
W ORTHY. 


On 
the eve of the city election, 
which takes place Tuesday next, at­ 
tention should again be called to the 
superior men wiio have been nomi­ 
nated on the democratic ticket for 
aldermen from the four w’ards.

It isn’t only in w’ar supplies that 
the country is beginning to feel a 
touch of prosperity. A large part of 
Europe must have stuff to fight with, 
but all the world must have clothes 
to wear; and the inevitable recovery 
of the textile and clothing industries 
is under w ay. 
It isn’t long since the New York 
garment workers were in great dis­ 
tress. 
Now the secretary of the La­ 
dies’ Garment Workers’ Union reports 
that hardly any of the 85,000 members 
in Greater *New York are idle. 
All 
over the state factories have started 
up again, and many of them are work­ 
ing overtime. The woolen and cotton 
mills throughout Newr England have 
resumed activity on a big scale. 
Most of the output, of ’course, is in­ 
tended for the domestic trade. There 
is a steadily increasing demand from 
Europe for textile products of various 
sorts. 
But the new’est and most sig­ 
nificant note in the industry is the 
demand 
from 
South 
America 
for 
ready-to-wear clothing. The cloak and 
suit makers report that the orders 
now pouring in from those markets— 
heretofore supplied chiefly from Eu­ 
rope—are more than they can take 
care of.

San Jose scale is one of «.h£ worst 
pests attacking orchard trees in this 
country. 
It is extremely important 
that orchards should be so treated as 
to exterminate the scale from them 
and prevent its spread to surrounding 
orchards. 
dTndouhtedly the best remedy for 
this scale is a thorough treatment 
with lime-sulphur mixture late in the 
winter or early in the spring, before 
the buds begin to open on the trees. 
lf the commercial concentrated lime- 
sulphur mixtures are used they may 
be diluted in the proportion of about 
one part of the concentrated prepara­ 
tion to ten parts of water. 
If home­ 
made lime-sulphur sprays - are used, 
probably there is no better formula 
than the following: 
• 
Good lump lime, 15 pounds; 
Flowers of sulphur, 15 pounds; 
Water, 50 gallons. 
The lime should be slaked in warm 
water and, as soon as the slaking has 
hepn well started, the sulphur should 
be added and enough water kept in 
the receptacle to keep the mass thin 
and sloppy.
